1, regulation 22-1000, paragraph 6 C authorises temporary 
storage, under the above circumstances “from the date of first 
arrival of the employe* at his pent for a period not to exceed 
three months after such arrival or until the es tabl i sh ment of resi- 
dence quarters , whidaever shall be shorter* " Itoder the terms of 
this regulation, the personnel involved would hare to remove the 
effects from storage within the stated time limits end ship then to 
the coast at aenrernment expense or continue them in storage in 
Washington at their own expense after the time limit had expired, 
it has been proposed by the Datactoaant that time personnel tee 
^emitted, in view of the eircussataacas of the emergency move, to 
keep the effects in storage at Government expense until such time 
as they return to Washington. Shelr request is based ok the fact 
that they have only abort periods of a full tour to serve and would 
not desire to tat up permanent residential quarters for such a 
period.
